At this juncture the President intervened, with the 
result that the proposed appropriations are to be 
reduced. The element of repudiation did not enter 
into the discussion, so far as the average citizen is 
able to perceive. What did happen was that the 
President for the second time within a short period, 
assumed leadership in a situation. He encroached 
upon the prerogatives of the legislative department of 
the Government. Similar action on the part of Mr. 
Harding’s predecessor would have called forth such 
epithets as “dictator,” “usurper,” which, in Wilson’s 
time, as in Harding’s, mean only that, when Congress 
fails in its duty, the President has to assume the 
burden. 

Ag to the intentions of the Republican House lead- 
ers, whether sincere or tricky, the Post-Dispatch has 
no means of knowing, and neither has Mr. White. 
What everybody does know, though, is that, if ex- 
penditures continue unchecked and deficits at the 
end of the year are provided for by new loans, the 
people will severely and effectually rebuke such bad 
faith.

“Nothing could be more pathetic,” says the Paris 
Midi commenting on the appearance of the American 
delegate at the sessions of the Supreme Council, 
“than the silence of Col. George Harvey and a certain 
contortion off the mouth which he made during the 
sittings, lacking the right to have his say. This 
American figuration was pretty melancholy.” 

There have been times when we would have de- 
scribed the silence of Col. Harvey as other than pa- 
thetic. For Col. Harvey’s silence is a rare and fugi- 
tive thing. Consider the matter historically, indeed, 
and “there ain’t no such thing” unless exception be 
made of a brief period following the Pilgrim dinner 
speech when the echoes from that famous pronounce- 
ment kept the atmosphere of two continents in un- 
relieved agitation. 

As to Col. Harvey’s’ silence—imagining such a 
thing to be possible—we should surmise that it would 
be refreshing, recuperative to distracted nerves and 
healing to the bruises inflicted by the missiles of his 
brillance. 

But there is another view to be considered, and 
that is the effect registered upon the Ambassador 
himself. How does it feel to Harvey to sit in with 
the Supreme Council of the Powers of the world, an 
honor worthy of the aspiration of any American, un- 
der a ban of silence imposed by his own agitations 
against the League of Nations and any magnanimous 
attitude toward burdened Europe? If payment in 
kind for sins committed is the severest punishment, 
as seems to have been the idea of poet and seer since 
time began, then Col. Harvey’s silence, to Col. Har- 
vey, must be rack and screw and shirt of Nessus.

When the window glass gets 
broken and you are ready to insert 
the new pane, just pass a red-hot 
poker slowly over the old putty and 
it will come out easily. 


Do not put fish directly on ice. If 
it is manufactured ice the ammonia 
fumes may combine with the fish and 
cause ptomaine poisoning. Meat 
should not be put on a cake of ice 
because the ice will extract the best 
juices from it. Put it on a plate, 
and to keep the plate secure put a 
couple of rubber jar rings under It. 


When you oversalt the soup, pota- 
toes or any food, place a cloth over 
the top of the kettle and let it re- 
main on the stove. The cloth will 
draw out the salt. 


The economical housewife will not 
throw away the cereal that sticks to 
the bottom and sides of the boiler. 
After dishing out the cereal for 
breakfast fill the boiler with cold wa- 
When ready to wash it run the 
spoon under the cereal, which will 
come off easily. Pour it through a 
strainer and use for thickening soups 
or in making griddle cakes and muf- 
fins.
